A FRESH LOAN. 

BERLIN, March 7.—The deficit that will be 
caused in the budget by the operation of the 
Septennate law will be covered by a fresn 
loan. All projects for fresh taxation have 
been postponed andthe session of the Reitchs- 
tag will probably terminate in two months. 

THE PRESIDENT AND THE EMPEROR. 

Emperor William yesterday received Herr 
Wedell Piesdoriff, the President of 
the Reichstag. In the conversation 
which took place the Emperor said that 
he was reluctantly compelled to dissolve the 
late Reichstag. Despite his explanation to 
the Reichstag of the superiority of Ger- 
many’s neighbors over her in military 
matters, the opposition majority refused to 
sanction the military bill to the necessary 
extent, and the reasonable hope that the Sep- 
tennate term would have been adopted, after 
the example given by France, proved falla- 
cious. It was more gratifying now to cherish 
the hope that a large majority in the new 
Reichstag would accept the bill at the outset. 
Referring to the attitude of the Pope during 
the elections, he said he had already been con- 
vinced of the pacific disposition of His Holi- 
ness, and that it was on this account that 
Germany had asked him to act as arbitor in 
the dispute in the Caroline Islands case. In 
conclusion, the Emperor expressed the hope 
that all the ecclesiastical troubles between 
Prussia and the Vatican wouid soon be peace- 
fully and completely settled. 

THE SEPTENNATE BILL. 

In the Reichstag to-day, the Septennate Dill 
formally passed its first reading. Prince 
Bismarck was present. The bill will be 
taken up for second reading to-morrow, 
and debate will ensue. Herr Windhorst, the 
leader of the Clerical party, will then declare 
his intentions in relation to the septennate 
term. The other party leaders have an- 
nounced that they will vote as they did when 
the bill was defeated in the late Reichstag.

THE IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 
LONDON, March 7.—The Queen will lay the 
foundation of the Imperial Institute some 
time during the summer.

Dr. Dorsett, the jail physi- 
cian, appears determined to make 
Jewell’s last hours on earth as 


miserable as possible, as he has ordered that 
mustard plaster’s be placed all over his body 
to-day, and Jewell is now suffering all the 
tortures of the damned. Wednesday morn- 
ing the Sheriff will place the death watch on 
him, and it will be retained until he is brought 
eut on the gallows.

HENRY WARD BEECHER, THE GREAT DI 
VINE, AT DEATH’S DOOR. 


A Long and Weary Night Watch at the 
Bedside of the Dying .Man—Mr. Beecher 
in a Comatose State and Gradually Sink- 
ing—Hourly Bulletins Issued by the 
Physician in Attendance, 


NEw YORK, March 7.—It was a weary night for 
the members of the Beecher household last 
night. One by one they would silently move 
in and out of the death chamber, taking their 
turns at the dreary vigil. Dr. Searle was at 
the post of duty without intermission until 
nearly 6 o’clock, when he retired to his home 
to snatcb a few hours’ rest. Mrs.Beecher had 
kept watch over the sick man most of the night, 
earing he might pass away in her absence.

Col. Beecher, 
who lived in the house with his family, was 
also ready ata moment’s notice to go to his 
father’s bedside, shouid the last come, but 
the dread summons did not reach him. He 
remained beside the bed for a few hours while 
his mother took a little repose, but the brave 
wife did not remain long away from her hus- 
band’s side. 

SHE BORE HER AFFLICTION HEROICALLY, 
and as the day broke she was again in the sick 
chamber. The other members of the family 
in the house were W. C. Beecher and wife, Mr. 
and Mrs. Scovilie and two sons, and Miss 
Daisy Beecher. Maj. Pond, Mr. Beecher’s 
lecturing tour manager, who lives close by, 
was ready to come across to the house also, at 
a moment’s notice. He is one of the few notof 
the eminent divine’s immediate relatives, who 
was atimitted into the house. The Major had 
traveled many hundreds of thousands of miles 
with Mr. Beecher, and for many years had 
been one of the sufferer’s most intimate 
friends. At 6o0’clock when Dr. Searle went 
home this bulletin was issued: 

‘‘Mr. Beecher has peen gradually failing 
during the night. His deathis not, however, 
anticipated at present. 

(Signed) W. 8S. SEARLE.’’ 

CROWDS READING THE BULLETINS. 

All day Sunday, and until midnight, the 
ofticer on duty at the door of the house was 
kept busy answering the questions of friends 
or strangers. For hours the people stood in 
the cold, damp weather looking at the house, 
and it was not until the lights in the windows 
were lowered that the crowd was fairly dis- 
persed. Even as late as 1 o’clock persons 
climbed up the steps and tried to read the last 
bulletins. Most of the flowers sent to thea 
house came from the members of the congre- 
gation. Maj. Pond wasin the house most of 
the day. Hetold the circumstances connected 
with Mr. Beecher’s daily occupations just pre- 
vious to the attack, with considerable feeling. 
He saidthat Mr. Beecher, only on Tuesday 
last, told him bow strong he felt and how giad 
he was that he would be able to complete his 
book in time for the publishers ,and what pleas- 
ure he found in writing the work. Msj. Pond 
also told of Mr. Beecher’s visit to Englanda 
quarter ofacentury ago. In the coming Sep- 
tember it was intended to give a grand celebra- 
tion in honor of Mr. Beecher'’s fiftieth year in 
the ministry and the first half century of his 
married life; also the fortieth year of his min- 
istry at the Brooklyn Church. 

Allthis morning from just before daylight, 
there was collected a crowd of people on the 
sidewalk in front of the Beecher residence, 
eagerly scanning the latest bulletin. 

NO CHANGE. 

Dr. Searle left the house at 7:30a. m., after 
issuing the 7 o’clock bulletin. At five min- 
utes to 10 he came again, and remained fifteen 
minutes. When he left he issued the follow- 
ing bulletin: 

March *7, 10:30 a. m.—No change in Mr. 
Beecher’s condition since the last bulletin was 
issued. Db. W. 38. SEARLE, M. D. 

Rev. Dr. Jacobs of the Jewish Ministers’ 
Association called at the house and was 
allowed to gointo Mr. Beecher’sroom. After 
luoking intently upon the form of the great 
divine he sighed and left the room. In the 
hall-way he was met by one ofthe family and 
said: ‘‘This is not Mr. Beecher; itis simply a 
piece of breathing machinery.’’ 

THE FAMILY. 

A few minutes after 11 o’clock Col. H. B. 
Beecher left the house to go to his office for 
a short time. At the corner he was 
met by a reporter and asked if his 
brother, Herbert Beecher, was com- 
ing on from Fort Seattle, W. T. In 
reply he said: ‘‘Herbert telegraphed, asking 
if he should come on, and lanswered that it 
would not be necessary. I would prefer that 
the members of the family would remember 
him as he has beenand notasheisnow. Mr. 
Beecher is being nursed by an experienced 
nurse named Riordon.’’ 

When asked how Mrs. Beecher was he re- 
plied that she was more composed now that 
she realized that Mr. Beecher must die. She 
is in the room constantly. Last night she 
slept on the cot in the next room. 

LIFE SLOWLY EBBING AWAY. 

Dr. Searle said that when he left the house 
of Mr. Beecher his pulse and temperature 
were the same. He lies in acomatose state 
and does not move. His breathing is heavy 
and quick. Heis perfectly unconscious, ai- 
though Mrs. Beecher thought this morn- 
ing that he recognized her when she 
spoke to him. At times he raises his right 
hand and places it to his head. The Old Ply- 
mouth Church Committee will hold a 
meeting to-night in the lecture-room 
of the church to make such  ar- 
rangements a3 may be necessary. 

At 11:30 Dr. Searle returned to the house. 
Before entering he said he wouldissue a bul- 
ietin at noon. He did not expect any change in 
Mr. Beecher’s condition. Life is slowly ebb- 
ing away, and from the reports of those who 
have seen Mr. Beecher, it is evident that the 
end is not far off. 

AT NOON. 


12 o’CcLOocK wNooNn.—The condition of Mr. 
Beecher at this hour does not vary essentially 
from that given to the press last evening. The 
only changes perceptible are an increase in 
the rapidity of pulse and respirations. These 
stand respectively 108, and 56 to 38 per minute. 
The respiration is also more shallow. The 
temperature reaches 101 degrees. These 
symptoms indicate the graduai failure of 
vite ity, which has been anticipated and 
the consequent siow approach of the end. 
This course of the disease can only be changed 
by the occurrence of fresh hemorrhage, an 
accident which may or may not happen, and 
the time of which can not be surmised. There 
are no reasons to believe that a fatal iasue will 
occur to-day. W. 8. SEARLE.

THE BRAKEMEN’S STRIKE. 


Freight Firemen and Others Join the Strik«< 
ers—No Freight Moved. 


' PitrspurG, Pa., March 7.—The Chronicle< 
Telezraph’s special from Youngstown, O., 
says: Tho situation between the offichrs and 
striking brakemen on the New York, Pennsyl- 
vania & Ohio Railroad is practically unchanged, 


The brakemen held a meeting this morning 
and decided to accept no compromise, insisti 
upon the third brakeman forall freight an 
yard crews. They decided unanimously to 
use all efforts to protect the property of the 
company and retain public sentiment on their 
side. he excitement Was increased this 
inorning by the conductors and brakemen in 
the employ of the Pennsylvania Company 
striking, and no freight is being moved in or 
outofthe yards. They ask that conductors shall 
receive 26 cents per hour, brakemen 19% centa 
per hour;that ten hours shall constitutes 
day’s work and pay at same rate all overtime, 
The advance asked by the brakemen is 2% 
cents per hour and by tne  con- 
ductors 4 cents per hour. The de- 
mand for an advance was made 
two weeks ago, and the men _ receiving 
no answer, decided to pull out this morning. 
The men are quiet and orderly and manifest 
determination to secure the advance or no 
return to work. The brakemen on the 
Pittsburg, Cleveland & Toledo Railroad 
here have asked that this third brakeman be 
put on, and if it is not conceded they asserg 
that they will strike on Thursday of this week 
Industrial establishments are badly cripple 
for stock and a general shut-down is imperas 
tive this week unless traffic is resumed, 

NO COMPROMISE. 

A Connellsville special says: The efforts of 
Superintendent Patton to bring about a settle- 
ment were in vain. He returned to the city 
this afternoon very much out of spirits. Not@ 
wheel has moved since Saturday noon, except 
passenger trains, and everything is very 
quiet, and all the meetings of the strikers 
have been very orderly and well 
conducted. A large number aré on 
the streets to-day and the strike is 
the sole topic of conversation. The watchmen 
and section hands sasked for an advanceand 
may cdme out unless itis granted. The shop- 
men here and at Glenwood have a number of 
urievances and itis said they will strike to- 
morrow. 


Spreading. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 7.—Only one freight 
train was moved onthe Pittsburg division of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad this morning. 
It was a local freight, and it was reported thas 


the crew had orders to leave it at Connells- 
ville. The strike is spreading, and mat- 
ters are becoming complicated. The freight’ 
firemen joined the strikers this morning, and 
the passenger firemen expect to be ordered 
outto-night. An effort was made to induce 
some of them to guit work this morning, but 
it was deemed best not to act hastily. 
If they conclude to come out the fire- 
men on the mail trains will be al- 
lowed to remain, as the strikers do noé 
care to interfere with the United States mails. 
The company is receiving freight for ship- 
ments thisevening. The officials claim thay 
will send outatrain, but the strikers asse 
they will not be able to getacrew. Every- 
thing is quiet and no breach of the peace ig 
anticipated. 


The Printers’ Strike. 
MILWAUKEE, March 7.—The pressmen who 
joined the printers’ strike on Friday last re-.

An Interesting Trial Begun This Morning— 
Notes and Personals. 


In the Circuit Court this morning the case of 
Emil Moncourt, charged with an attempt to 
kill Joseph Touchette, was on trial. About 
two years ago Moncourt, who bore an enmity 
to Touchette for the reason that he be- 
lieved the latter, who is his brother- 
in-law, had been endeavolng to estrange his 
children from him, went out to Centerville, 
where Touchette resides, forthe purpose of 
killing himn. He found Touchette in his yard 
and emptied both barrels of a shot gun at 
him. Touchette, who saw him coming into 
the yard with his shotgun on his shoulder 
surmised his intention and threw himself to 
the ground an instant before Moncourt fired. 
He was unhurt, but Moncourt, believing that 
he had killed him fled, and going to the Cen- 
terville Cemetery where his wife is buried, 


lay down upon her’ grave and  ~»plac- 
ing the barrel of his shotgun, 
which he had reloaded, to his head, 


pulled the trigger with his foot. Just as he 
snapped the trigger he turned his head, and 
thongh the charge madea horrible hole ina the 


left side of his forehead, he was 
not fatally injured. He was found 
unconscious several hours afterwards and 


sent to the County Hospital, where he has re- 
mmuined ever since. His wound has not yet en- 
tirely heaied.

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COSTLY CONQUESTS. 


ATRIO OF “MASHERS” FINED IN THE PO- 
LICE COURT THIS MORNING. 


How Mr. Newman Bet 85 That He Could 
Hold a Conversation With a Young Lady 
That He Never Met Before, and How He 
Lost the Bet and Was Fined $20 Besides 
—A Saturday Night Frolic Which Ended 
Disastrously—The Young Ladies’ Story. 


The dull monotony usually attendant upon 
the cases of disturbance of the peace, and 
assault and battery called every day in the 
Second District Police Court was varied to- 
day by the appearance in Court of three 
young men charged with ‘‘mashing.’’ The

When the case was called the City Attorney 
called out the name of each of the young 
offenders, asking him the usual routine ques- 
tion: ‘‘You are Charged with disturbing the 
peace; are you guilty or not guilty?’’ and each 
in turn, with a rather mournful and 
regretiul expression on his counten- 
ance replied ‘‘guilty.’’ Notwithstanding 
the plea however, the court thought fit to bear 
the evidence in the case and the city attorney 
therefore proceeded to bring the evidence 
out.

While engagedin regarding the 
curiosities they were approached by the three 
young mén whose names are given above and 
who immediately began to talk ‘‘at’’ them 
after the fashion generally used by the 
‘*masher.’’ 

‘‘One moment, Miss McCormick,’’ inquired 
the City Attorney, ‘‘did this occur in the 
‘theatorium’ or upstairs?’’ 

‘It was up-stuirs on the third floor where 
they keep the monkeys,’’ replied the tern 
ludy, resolutely. ‘‘We were standing before 
a place with a glass case in it andone of the 
three made the remark that if he had a glass 
case he'd like to give it to a lady with ared 
dress that he had his eyes on.

or offendthem. He had often heard of inno- 
cent flirtations at dime museums, and, while 
this wus true, he had never heard of any un- 
pleasant consequences following them. It 
was this matter of precedent which had 
made him bold to accost the young ladies, 
whoin he -claracterized as ‘‘lively,’’ and he 
had no idea that his addresses were to be 
taken inthe lightofaninsuit. He wished to 
inform the Court, however. that whatever 
part he might have played in the little episode, 
which unfortunately had turned out so sadlv, 
his young friend, Glover, was blameless, hav- 
ing been a spectator to the affair rather thap a 
participant in it. 

Judze White, having heard both sides of the 
case, gave his decision.

Glover was lesa to blame for the trouble than 
his companions, he would assess a fine of $5 
upon him, while on the two others he would 
impose tines of $20 each and costs.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 7.—It turns out 
that the cause ofthe failure of the deficiency 
bill was a breakfast.

Senator Farwell’s Appointee.

WASHINGTON, D.C., March 7.—The Post- 
master-General, recognizing the rule of 
‘*Senatorial courtesy,’’ accorded recently to 
Senator Farwell, the successor of Gen. Logan, 
the right to name the postmaster in the town 
in which he resides. The town, Lake 
Forrest, is a sort of suburb of Chicago, 
and is in the Congressional District 
of Representative Lawler, a Democrat. Mr.

The Signal Service Crippled. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 7.--The signal 
service is likely to be sadly pinched by 
the failure ofthe general deficiency apppro- 
priation bill.

portation and mileage. The estimate

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THE FIRST EXPERIMENT. 


A Game Under the New Rules Makes a Few 
Revelations. 


The first local game of base ball played this 
season took place at the Union Grounds yes- 
terday begween the Prickley Ashand a picked 
nine made of some of the Maroons’ players. 
The game was doubly interesting, first, be- 
cause it had the charm that generally attaches 
to ‘‘first games’’ everywhere, and secondly 
because it was the first available chance 
that St. Louis has had of testing 
the new rules. The experiment, while not 
conducted under as thoroughly desirable cir- 
cumstances as it might have been, was cer- 
tainly satisfactory enough. It was practically 
demonstrated yesterday that the new rules 


are weak in certain places, in which, by the 
way,the anticipation was all the other way, 
and strong in certain other places in which it 
was expected they would interfere with effec- 
tiveness. The game yesterday proved clearly 
that the amendments changing the number of 
strikes and balis to fourand five respectively 
were made without weighty consideration. 
The alteration, it will be remembered, was 
prompted by the hope that that increase in 
the number of strikes and the decrease in the 
number of called balls would greatly add to 
the batting strength of the weaker hitters, not 
to say to that of the stronger. Yesterday it 
was observed that such is not the case. Men 
who could not secure a hit in three strikes 
found thatthe fourth chance was but little if 
any use at all-and the number of men who 
struck out was quite as large as 
it would have been had the game 
been played under the old _ regime. 
On one side of the ground no lessthana 
round dozen of batters died at the home 
plate with the stick in their hands, and five did 
the same thing on the other side. Again, not- 
withstanding the supposed restriction placed 
on the pitcher in the matter of called bails, 
four men only went to base on this error on 
one side, while the other pitcher did not 
give the opposition a single hit by sending 
the batter to “first on bad bpm F 
On the other hand, it was observed that the 
new rule affecting the delivery of the pitcher 
had scarcely any of the handicapping effect 
which many pitchers have claimed for it. It 
was found that the pitchers could toss in with 
as much speed as ever, though ossibly with 
less curve, and could throw to bases with as 
much safety as ever. If itis not too early to 
predict, it might not be unsafeto hazarda 
rediction that the strikes and balis rule will 
ve changed, say to three strikes and four 
balls, before the season becomes gray nancee.

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A DANGEROUS SITUATION. 

The election of CHARLES H. PaGE, Dem- 
ocrat, as one of Rhode Island’s two Rep- 
resentatives in the Fiftieth Congress is a 
notable event for several reasons. He 
will be the first Democrat to sit in either 
house from that State since the Repub- 
lican party was organized, and his elec- 


practically incapable of electing the next 
President, at the very time when there is 
an unusually strong probability that such 
election will be thrown into the House. 

When no candidate receives a majority 

of the electoral votes, the Constitution 
provides that the House shall elect one of 
the three highest candidates voted for, the 
delegation from each State casting one 
vote as the majority thereof may deter- 
mine, the votes of a majority of the 
States being required to elect. So, if no 
new State be admitted in time to partici- 
pate in the election of 1888, the votes of 
twenty States in the House will be re- 
quired to elect the next President, should 
no one receive a majority of the electoral 
votes. With both the Rhode Island mem- 
bers the R@publicans would control the 
delegations of precisely twenty States in 
the Fiftieth Congress. But with the dele- 
gations of both New Hampshire and 
Rhode Island evenly divided between the 
two parties, their votes will not count, 
and the Republicans will control only 
nineteen delegations in the House and the 
Democrats only seventeen, neither being 
able to elect, unless the opportune death 
of a Democrat in either the New Hamp- 
shire or the Rhode Island delegation shail 
give one of those States to the Republi- 
cans. 
When the House fails to choose a Presi- 
dent before the 4th of March next follow- 
ing the failure of the electoral colleges, 
then the Vice-President elected by the 
Senate is authorized by the Constitution 
to act as President, ‘‘as in the case of the 
death or other Constitutional disability of 
the President ”’ 

It is not easy to magnify the dangers 
and temptations likely to grow out of this 
situation between a Democratic House 
and a Republican Senate in the next Pres- 
idential election. Not for sixty years past 
have the materials for astrong third party 
been more abundant.

NEW YorK, March 7.—The Tribune this 
morning says: ‘‘The oleomargarine law has 
not proved suchaboon to the farmers and 
dairymen of the Eastern States as they ex- 
pected, Ithas,to besure, put an effective 
quietus upon the trade in bogus butter, but it 
has not caused the high prices for genuine 
products that the friends of the law predicted. 


Butter has for some time been selling as 
low, and in some instances even Jower than at 
this time a year and two yearsago. ‘This fact 
causes much disappointment among butter 
men and has led someto think that after ail 
the law might as well never have been passed. 
How mistaken is such a notion was shown 
Toeterday by Assistant Dairy Commissioner 

an Valkenburg in discussing the results of 
the new law. 

**It is true,’’ he said, ‘‘that State dairy but- 
ter is no higher now than it was two years ago 
at this time. The reason, however, of this is 
_. Previous to the enactment of the law 

housands and thousands of cows throughout 
the country were allowed togodry through- 
out the winter, because, in many instances, 
butter would only bring 6 or 7 cents a pound 
to the farmer, But when the oleomargarine 
law was passed the price of genume 
butter went up all over the country. The 
dairy business was stimulated to a high degree, 
and enough butter was produced to keep town 
prices here. lestimated that over $3,000,000 
worth has been produced. This shows 
whether the butter business has been bene- 
fited ornot. Thenthink what the law has 
done forthe consumer, in giving him good 
butter for the price which he has heretofore 
been compelied to pay for the bogus article.

Whe efforts of the life savers were wit- 
nessed by those on the steamer and they soon 
set up signals notifying Capt. Jessup that the 
vessel wasin good condition, and that her 
commander and his crew and passengers felt 
no alarm as to her safety. The lifesavers then 
attempted to get a line tothe vessel, but this, 
too, was found to an _ impossibility 
for the reason that the lines parted 
from the ball as soon as the latter was fired 
frem the mortar. One line did go overthe 
vessel, but it parted as soon as the crew put 
any strain upon it in an attempt to tighten it. 
The life-savers could then do nothing but 
stand and watch the vessel which seemed to 
ride easily without any heavy pounding. The 
commander then sent aloftsome further sig- 
nais, notifying those on shore that everybody 
on board was in the best of spirits and feit no 
uneasiness whatever. As the tide rose the 
vessel became much easier, and, although 
heayy seas were such that itseemed an impos- 
sibility to those on shore that she could escape 
injury, she stiil continued 
SHOWING HER REASSURING SIGNALS, 
notifying them that she was doing well and 
was not damaged in the slightest. Finally, in 
the afternoon about 1:300’ clock, the tide raised 
her from the bar, and with a farewell signal to 
those on shore, the steamer slowly moved away 
and proceeded on her journey to NewYork. The 
City of Chicago was reported outside the bar 
at Sandy Hook shortly after dark. The fog 
was too thick for her to proceed any further, 
endshe anchered. She had on board seventy- 
eight cabin and 437 steeruge passengers. On 
her way to this city she was met by wrecking 
steamer I. T. Merritt, which had started down 
to West Hampton to her assistance.

The rain which fell 
all day Saturday extended many miles south 
and was very heavy in Jefferson County. 
The gullies.through the hills on the eastern ' 
front ofthe county collected the rainfall and 
guided it towards the Mississippi, swelling 
into torrents in the creeks and deep ravines. 
Just above Victoria, the water poured down 
Joachim Creek ina flood, sweeping away the 
foundations of the Iron Mountain trestle 
which bridges a natural ravine at that point. 


Shortly after 10 o’clock, the Texas ex- 
press, No. 603, ran onto the. trestle, 
which gave way without warning. En- 


gineer Kelly felt the erngine suddenly sink 
and, quick as thought, turned the air-brake 
tothe last noteh. This fortunate action re- 
tarded the train from rolling on to complete 
destruction and broke the connection between 
the passenger coaches and the forward part of 
the train. With a grinding crash that was 
heard a mile trom the track the thirty-five- 
ton engine went down inthe torrent, which 
roared through the narrowed limits of the 


ravine. ‘Ihe mail car followed the engine- 
tender, the rear of which struck the 
forward end of the car, throwing 


it over towards the opposite bank and de- 
molishing the forward part. The baggage and 
express car plunged down into the flood where 
the mail car fell, but was caught by the tor- 
rentand whirled away toa point nearly 2,000 
feet from the trestle. The smoking-car then 
crashed down overthe break in the trestle. 
The next coach stopped within a dozen feet of 
the brink. The passengers were jolted out 


of their chairs and berths by the sudden 
application of the air brakes. The startied 
passengers rushed from the cars in the driving 
rain to ascertain the cause of the sudden stop. 
The flood poured through the broken trestle 
and over the wrecked engine and cars, making 
anawful picture in the gloom. The engine 
and mail car were almost completely covered 
with water, 
THE SMOKING CAR, 

still lighted, was drifting away from the track. 
About thirty persons were in this car, 
which was rapidly filling with water 
as it drifted down. The passengers were still 
more terrified after they recovered from the 
The water splashed and beat 
against the windows and rushed in under the 
doors.

The car 
was filling rapidly, and the passengers waded 
about distracted waist deep in the aisle. 
Two children of an Italian woman climbed 
up on the backs of the seats and 
collectedly awaited the result of the 
frantic efforts to discover some way to escape. 
Edgar C. Whitehead, a boy 13 years of age,was 
the first to show a mode of escape. Taking up 
a shoteun he punched a hole through tlhe root 
and climbed out to the top of the carand from 
this position heiped other through the aper- 
ture.

I did not have 
time to shut the throttle, but I threw 
my hand down and opened the 
three-way cock, putting the  air-brakes 
on for all they were worth. This 


Idid while falling. I was on my seat box, 
and Hatch was looking to the rear when we 
wentdown. We went under water, and I felt 
ashock. I tried to scramble out, but I was 
inioned down. My legsto the knees were 
1eld fast somewhere, butI don’t know where. 
I had just realized this when I felt a second 
shock, and that released me. I felt myself 
rising, and I made a scramble to get tothe 


surface. I succeeded and rose just by 
a log, which I seized, but I had only 
held it a moment when I thought that 
something might float against me, and 


between it and the log I might be crushed, so 

shoved it away and floated down for about 
150 yards. ThenlI drifted under a tree and 
managed to catch one of the branches, 
swinging about six inches above the water. 
It was all I could do to cling to this, but I man- 
aged to hold until I recovered a little of my 
strength, and then I drew my body to it.’’ 

The nireman, who had drifted further down, 
had also lodged in a tree and was rescued by 
Whitehead.

CINCINNATI, March 7.—The Anti-National 
Society of this city celeprated the institution 
ofthe Paris Communes of 1848 and 1871 last 
night. About 1,000 people, composed of both 
menand women, crowded the halland drank 
beer at tables while the programime was being 
performed.
